Jockey ‘involved in 
& 2m betting scam’

KIEREN Fallon took part in a £2 
million race-fixing scam, a court 
has heard. 

But Fallon cost his alleged brothers in 
crime around £500,000 when he won on 
five horses - one owned by the Queen - 
that were supposed to lose, it was said. 

The Old Bailey jury also heard how mobile 
phone messages showed how Fallon’s 
relationship with the mastermind behind the 
scam worsened as the jockey feared he was 
being watched. 

Fallon, 42, is accused of conspiracy to defraud 
alongside five other men - professional gambler 
Miles Rodgers, 38; fellow jockeys Darren 
Williams and Fergal Lynch, both 29; driver 
Shaun Lynch, 37; and barman Philip Sherkle, 
42. 

Rodgers is also charged with concealing the 
proceeds of crime. 

All six men denied all the charges at The Old 
Bailey on Monday 

Jonathan Caplan QC, prosecuting, laid out 
the case against the men to a packed court as 
Fallon listened from the dock. 

Fallon sent a “revealing” series of text 
messages the day after winning a race that he 
was supposed to have lost as part of a race¬ 
fixing plot, the court heard. 

The conspirators behind the plot calculated 
his victory on Daring Aim at Newmarket had 
cost them £138,000, the Old Bailey jury was told. 

But Fallon told Philip Sherkle, the alleged 
middleman in the scheme, how he feared: “They 
are watching me.” 

The Old Bailey was told on Tuesday Fallon 
came second in a race which he should have 
won “at a canter”. 

The six-times champion jockey appeared to 
stop riding Ballinger Ridge as he came into the 
home stretch with a huge lead, said Jonathan 
Caplan QC, prosecuting. 

Fallon later told a stewards’ inquiry that he 
had given the horse “a breather” and was afraid 
he would become “legless” if he kept up the

pace, the court was told. 

The Jockey Club had tipped off officials at 
Lingfield racecourse before the race in March 
2004 after a large amount of money had been 
placed on the horse to lose. 

The sport’s ruling body later found Fallon had 
made an error of judgment in the race. 

Mr Caplan said the Jockey Club was not 
aware of the full picture at the time. 

A prosecution expert had since found the ride 
to be “not a marginal case of a jockey dropping 
his hands”. 

Mr Caplan said: “He notes that passing the 
two-furlong marker, Ballinger Ridge was five or 


six lengths in front. 

“But Fallon then dramatically slows his 
momentum to the point where he is doing 
virtually nothing.” 

The Australian expert had then found Fallon 
looking round again at the half-furlong but 
“only tries to get going again” when another 
horse, Rye, is going past. 

Mr Caplan said betting syndicate boss 
Rodgers had placed £74,000 on Ballinger Ridge 
to lose the race. 

On Monday, Mr Caplan told the court the 
allegations were so serious they “undermined 
the integrity” of racing, and he told the jury 
there would be a number of key areas of 
evidence, including mobile phone and text 
message evidence and probe evidence taken 
from recording devices planted in Rodgers’ 
Mercedes car and in the car park of a 
restaurant he owned. 

Mr Caplan told jurors the day after Fallon had 
won a race he was supposed to lose, there 
followed a “revealing set of text messages” 
between the jockey and Sherkle. 

Sherkle was allegedly the intermediary 
between Fallon and businessman Rodgers, said 
to be at the centre of the conspiracy 

At 11.08am, Fallon texted to Sherkle: “Only 
this phone to use.” 

One minute later, Fallon wrote: “I will call you 
when I can.” 

At 12.17pm, Sherkle texted Fallon: “If u don’t 
speak to me now I won’t be able to help you.” 

Then at 12.22pm, Fallon replied: “They will 
take my licences off me if they drift like that 
last night. They are watching me.” 

Ten minutes later he wrote: “I will call you in 
10 minutes.” 

There were two other texts to and from 
Sherkle found in Fallon’s mobile, Mr Caplan 
told the jury 

One was sent at 7.17pm on July 27, from 
Sherkle. 

“I am away weds morning just text as normal 
make sure u do please I don’t want any grief 
from them when I get back thanks, hope u have 
a good week.” 

An undated message from Fallon to Sherkle 
read: “no I can’t chance it”.

No charges 

A MAN and a woman 
questioned by police 
investigating a robbery have 
been told they will not be 
prosecuted. 

The 42-year-old man and a 38- 
year-old woman were 
interviewed as part of the 
investigation into a robbery at 
the Co-op convenience store 
in Elizabeth Parade, 
Newmarket, in April. 

During the raid, a 19-year-old 
shop worker was threatened 
by two balaclava-clad robbers 
and was forced to show them 
the safe. He was left bound 
with sticky tape as the thieves 
left with an undisclosed 
amount of money 
The man and woman, both 
from Fornham All Saints, 
near Bury St Edmunds, had 
been on bail. Now they have 
been told they face no further 
action by the police. 

A 36-year-old man from 
Newmarket, who has also 
been questioned by detectives, 
failed to answer bail and is 
now being sought by police. 

Loos closed 

PUBLIC toilets will be closed 
until tomorrow while a new 
ramp is built to improve 
disabled access. 

Forest Heath District Council 
is spending nearly £2,000 on 
building the ramp at the 
toilets in Newmarket High 
Street outside the Memorial 
Hall. 

The work is being done after a 
complaint from a person in a 
wheelchair who found the 
present ramp difficult to 
negotiate. 

The ladies and disabled toilets 
will be closed while the work 
is carried out. But two toilets 
at the side of the building will 
remain open for general use. 


A REVAMP of a 
council’s head¬ 
quarters will cost 
£2.5 milli on. 

The cost of the work at 
Forest Heath District 
Council’s office in 
Mildenhall has been 
revealed in a report on 
the council’s five-year 
capital programme. 

A review of the 
College Heath Road 
offices was announced in 
August when the council 
said a review of the 
building by specialist 
consultants would cost 
£300,000. 

Now a report to the 
corporate services com¬ 
mittee shows £500,000 has

been allocated in the 
current financial year 
with a further £2 million 
to be spent in 2008/09. 

The building is about 
25 years old and has 
suffered from roof leaks 
and heating problems. 

The number of council 
staff has also reduced 
over the past three years 
with removal of finance 
staff to the Thetford- 
based Anglia Revenues 
Partnership and housing 
staff to King’s Forest 
Housing. Around 160 
people work in the 
offices. 


Coun Bill Burch, 
Newmarket’s mayor, 
said: “I think it’s a good 
idea - if they can get £5 
million for their old 
building. Otherwise 
spending that sort of 
money is nonsense.” 

But Coun Warwick 
Hirst, a former mayor of 
Newmarket and a mem¬ 
ber of the minority group 
at Forest Heath, said: “I 
support this work. 

“I felt that there are 
poor facilities at the 
moment and the council 
has difficulties in 
attracting staff You need 
good facilities to get the 
best staff. In comparison 
to business the office 
accommodation is poor.” 


He said the £300,000 
would pay for specialist 
consultants to provide a 
detailed report on what 
was needed to bring the 
offices up to date. The 
council would then seek 
tenders from contractors 
for the work. 

He said: “I think the 
work is long overdue.” 

The council has been 
looking at joining up 
with partner organ¬ 
isations such as the 
police, who already have 
a small base in the 
building for a safer 
neighbourhood team, 
and the county council to 
share the building. 


Teen may have stereo equipment destroyed 


NOISY neighbour Mark Ellis 
will have to wait two weeks to 
find out whether his stereo 
equipment will be destroyed by 
council officials. 

The stereo equipment was 
seized when Forest Heath 
District Council officers raided 
his flat at Gonville Close, 


Mildenhall, following noise 
complaints. 

Ellis, a 19-year-old “semi- 
professional” DJ, has previously 
admitted seven offences of 
breaching a council noise 
abatement notice in May, June 
and July. 

He also faces three further 


offences of breaching the notice 
on August 21, 22 and 23 to which 
he has yet to enter a plea. 

Magistrates at Mildenhall 
adjourned the hearing until 
Monday, October 22, to allow 
time for the defence and 
prosecution solicitors to resolve 
issues surrounding the case.

Church is packed for 
crash victim’s funeral 


FAMILY and friends packed 
a church on Monday for the 
funeral of road crash victim 
Olivia Mills. 

Tributes were paid to the 
18-year-old promotions organiser 
at the service held at St Andrew’s 
Church, Soham. 

Olivia, a former Soham Village 
College pupil, worked at De Niro’s 
nightclub in Newmarket and had 
carried out modelling assign¬ 
ments. 

She had studied for her A-levels 
at Long Road Sixth Form College 


in Cambridge. 

She lived at Forest End, Kennett, 
less than a mile from the spot 
where she died when her black 
Ford Fiesta left the road and 
collided with a tree. 

The Rev Tim Alban-Jones, vicar 
of Soham who took the service, 
said: “The church was absolutely 
full. It was standing room only. 

“The title was a celebration of 
her life and people were trying to 
think of the positive since Olivia 
was such a positive person. 

“Her mother Sue gave a very 


moving address and her father 
Andrew read the lesson.” 

Olivia’s love of the colour pink 
was reflected at the service with 
men wearing pink ties and women 
wearing pink scarves and roses. 

She was buried at Woodditton. 
Her family had asked mourners 
for donations to the East Anglian 
Air Ambulance and a collection 
was made at the service. 

An inquest into her death has 
been adjourned until police 
inquiries into the crash have been 
completed. 


Jockey ‘part

The conspiracy focuses on Rodgers’ use 
of accounts on internet betting exchange 
Betfair, which he used to place bets on 27 
races in which the three jockeys rode, 
backing their horses to lose. 

Mr Caplan said the jockeys were 
briefed to fix the races if necessary, 
pulling their horses up if they looked like 
they were going to win to ensure Rodgers’ 
bets paid off. 

All of the races took place between 
December 2002 and September 2004, when 
Fallon, six times champion jockey, lived 
in Cowlinge and was stable jockey for Sir 
Michael Stoute. 

Mr Caplan said Rodgers was the 
organiser of the conspiracy and the most 
responsible for the scam. 

It is alleged a total of £2.12 million was 
bet on the 27 races by Rodgers and that 
Fallon raced in 17 of these. 

However Mr Caplan said the plan “was 
not foolproof”. 

In fact, the prosecution allege that in 
Fallon’s case the plan failed to work on 
five occasions when Rodgers bet on 
horses Fallon was riding to lose and lost 
large sums of money when Fallon in fact 
won. 

Mr Caplan said: “Fallon’s wins 
between mid-May and mid-August 2004 
lost the conspirators almost £500,000 and, 
according to what Rodgers said on the 
probe, led to a temporary fallout between 
Fallon and Rodgers.” 

The case continues.

Takeaway 
customer 
threatened 
shop staff 


A MAN smashed the 
window of a kebab shop 
after being told he would 
have to wait up to 20 
minutes for food. 

Richard Ingram, 24, became 
abusive with staff at the 
Newmarket Kebab takeaway 
and threatened to “burn the 
place down,” magistrates 
were told. 

Minutes later he smashed 
the front window of the 
Wellington Street shop with a 
chair and ran off. But he was 
chased and caught by one of 
the kebab shop staff who held 
him until police arrived. 

Ingram, of Exning Road, 
Newmarket, admitted crim¬ 
inal damage, having a bladed 
weapon in a public place and 
using threatening behaviour. 

He was made the subject of 
a six-month supervision 
order with a requirement to 
complete 130 hours of unpaid 
community work. 

Magistrates at Mildenhall 
also ordered him to pay £120 
compensation for replace¬ 
ment of the window and £60 
prosecution costs. 

Rosalind Clark, pros¬ 
ecuting, said the incident 
happened at 11.30pm on 
Sunday, September 2. 

Ingram became abusive 
when shop staff told him

there was a wait of 15-20 
minutes for a kebab. 

He offered to fight the staff 
outside the shop and said he 
would be back to “burn the 
place down.” 

After his arrest he told a 
police officer he had a 
Stanley knife in his back 
pocket. 

Ingram, who works as a 
carpenter, told the court: “It 
was huge mistake. It was 
totally out of character for 
me to do something like that. 

“I would like to write a 
letter to the shop to 
personally apologise to 
them.” 

He said he had the knife in 
connection with his work and 
had not wanted to hand it in 
to bar staff at a pub where he 
had been drinking or “leave it 
under a bush.” 

He said he told the officer 
who arrested him that he had 
the knife because he knew it 
was an offence. 

But, he said: “It was never 
meant to be an offensive 
weapon.” 

Magistrates ordered the 
Stanley knife to be forfeited 
and destroyed.

POs are vital in their communities 


Sir, I am writing to respond about the 
continued threat to our county’s post offices. 
I would like to make you and your readers 
aware of the position of the county council. 
Suffolk County Council’s concern about the 
uncertainty of the future of the post office 
network has prompted councillors to 
explore ways in which the county council 
can help protect the service for the people 
of Suffolk. 

Although the county council has no direct 
responsibility for post offices, it does have 
responsibility for initiatives that encourage 
social cohesion. Post offices are at the 
forefront of social cohesion and play an 
important social and economic role in the 
communities they serve. 


Earlier in the year, representatives from local 
businesses and the voluntary sector were 
invited to join Suffolk county councillors at a 
policy development panel meeting to 
consider the impact that post office closures 
will have on communities across the county. 
The findings of the panel were presented to 
Cabinet earlier on in the year and it was 
agreed that the county council should 
continue to work with partners in the public, 
private and voluntary sector and that 
resulting strategy should be championed 
through the Local Area Agreement process 
to ensure that the objectives are achieved. 

I strongly believe that post offices, especially 
where linked to a local shop, are part of the 
fabric of local communities providing access 


to basic essentials. In many cases the local 
post office provides an important social, 
community and economic function and we 
need to work together to protect them 
against closures, especially in deprived 
urban and isolated rural areas. 

It is crucial we take this work forward, and 
with the support of the local business 
community and the voluntary sector I am 
confident that we will continue to work 
together with other stakeholders to examine 
all the options and hopefully make a positive 
contribution to protect the worthwhile 
services that the post office provide.

HFL lab drops out of 
drug tests on athletes 


A LABORATORY leading 
the fight against drug cheats 
in sport has dropped out of 
testing samples from human 
athletes. 

HFL, formerly the Horseracing 
Forensic Laboratory, has 
withdrawn from World Anti 
Doping Agency’s (WADA) 
accreditation which could have 
seen the Fordham company 
testing samples from Olympic 
athletes. 

The company, which employs 
130 people, gained accreditation 
three years ago after going 
through a lengthy process to have 
its methods and equipment 
approved. 

But now the company has said 
it will concentrate on screening 
food supplements for athletes to 
ensure they do not contain any 
banned substances. 

The move does not affect HFL’s 
continuing work of testing 
racehorses and greyhounds for 
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drugs. The switch in work is 
unlikely to affect the number of 
people employed at the company 

The company’s appointment as 
a second WADA accredited 
laboratory was in direct response 
to UK Sport’s intention to 
significantly increase the testing 
of athletes within the UK. 

But this strategy has recently 
been reversed by UK Sport, 
which has now decided not to 
increase the number of samples 
being taken relative to 2004 but to 
focus more on ‘no-advance-notice, 
out-of-competition’ testing. 

Because HFL can no longer be 
guaranteed the minimum 1,500 
tests per calendar year required 
for an accredited laboratory, it 
has been agreed that HFL will 
exit the programme and Kings 
College, London, will become the 


sole provider of testing for 
human athletes. 

John Scott, director of Drug- 
Free Sport at UK Sport, said: 
“This is in no way a reflection on 
the quality of HFL’s work which 
has been outstanding. Indeed we 
look forward to continue working 
with HFL, as their expertise, 
particularly in the area of 
supplements, will be invaluable 
in the continued fight against 
doping in sport.” 

David Hall, HFL chief 
executive, said: “HFL willremain 
close to the WADA community 
but this strategic shift by UK 
Sport will allow us to support 
athletes in other ways specifically 
to develop further partnerships 
within the nutritional 
supplement sector - screening 
supplements for the presence of 
banned substances, and thus 
avoid positive drug tests resulting 
from contaminated products”. 

HFL is planning to introduce a 
kitemark for tested supplements.

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Review of health 
plans set to start 


A REVIEW body is to start 
considering future plans for 
Newmarket Hospital and 
other health services in 
West Suffolk. 

The Independent Reconfigur¬ 
ation Panel (IRP) was called in 
after the proposals were referred 
to the Health Secretary six 
months ago. 

Although the Newmarket 
plans, which include providing 
extra beds for in-patients and 
additional outpatient services, 
have been welcomed, the prop¬ 
osals are linked to hospital 
closures in Sudbury which are 
being opposed by campaigners. 

Suffolk’s health scrutiny com¬ 
mittee voted to refer the prop¬ 
osals, by Suffolk Primary Care 
Trust, to Alan Johnson, the 
Health Secretary 

It was announced in July that 
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the IRP was being called in to 
look at the plans. Now the IRP 
has announced it is starting its 
work and aims to present its 
report to Mr Johnson by the end 
of December. 

Richard Spring, Newmarket’s 
MP, has previously expressed 
concern about the delay 

But Coun Warwick Hirst, 
former mayor of Newmarket and 
chairman of the town’s health 
forum, said: “As far as we’re 
concerned the PCT’s plans for 
Newmarket are very positive. 

“I am hoping whatever they 
decide for Sudbury they will give 
the green light to Newmarket.” 

He said he intended to contact 
the IRP to ensure that the views 
of the forum and the town 
council were taken into account. 


Dr Peter Barrett, who chairs 
the IRP, said: “The IRP will 
provide recommendations to the 
Secretary of State that offer local 
people safe, sustainable and 
accessible healthcare services. 

“Our key focus throughout the 
review will be the patient and the 
quality of care. We will be listen¬ 
ing to all sides of the debate and 
gathering evidence locally to 
ensure our recommendations are 
in the best interests of local 
people.” 

Over the coming months the 
IRP will make visits to West 
Suffolk to see facilities first hand 
and meet patients, clinicians and 
other staff. They will be an 
opportunity for the IRP to meet a 
range of other interested parties. 

Mr Johnson is expected to 
make his decision on the plans 
early next year after considering 
the IRP report.

Road safety fears for 


NEW PLANS for a 
controversial factory 
have failed to pacify 
residents angered 
when builders bull¬ 
dozed trees near 
their homes. 

Work was halted last 
month after people living 
on Newmarket’s Stud- 
lands Park estate com¬ 
plained that roadside 
trees had been taken down 
without permission. 

Forest Heath District 
Council planners stepped 
in and asked the developer 
Parkway MK Ltd to 
submit a new application 
for planning permission. 

Now the company has 
done so, but the residents 
remain unhappy 

They say the scheme 
shows the proposed 
factory has been moved 
just two feet away from 
Studlands Park Avenue 
where it would still 
overshadow their homes. 

Local MP Richard 
Spring has been called in 
and town councillors have 
said they want to visit the 
site themselves before 
deciding whether to object 
to the new plans. 

Christina Pearce, of 
Vincent Close, Studlands 
Park, said she had dis¬ 
covered a covenant on the 
land where the factory 
was due to be built which 
showed it should be 30ft 
from the road.

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She complained that the 
latest applications had not 
been advertised with 
notices in Studlands Park 
Avenue. 

She said: “They have 
just moved the site of the 
building back by two feet. 
There should be a 30ft 
verge there. The building 
will be 32ft high and 204ft 
long. 

“It will just tower over 
us. We also want mature 
trees to replace the ones 
that were taken down.” 

Members of the town 
council’s development and 
planning committee want 
to visit the site themselves 
before deciding at their 
next meeting, on Monday 
whether to object to the 
new plans. 

Mrs Pearce said: “It 
shows the town council is 
taking it seriously and 
will be looking at this 
from all points of view.” 

The developer was 
previously granted plan¬ 
ning permission. But 
work should not have 
started until the district 
council had approved a 
“landscaping” scheme. 

A director of Parkway 
MK has said that the 
company wants to work 
with the residents and the 
planners to resolve the 
issue. 


POLICE have met up with 
horse riders complaining 
about speeding 
motorists.

A RESTAURANT at the 
centre of complaints 
about loud music is 
unlikely to reopen. 

Kings in Newmarket has been 
closed since July following 
complaints about noise and the 
discovery that it had been 
operating on an incorrect 
licence. 

Members of Forest Heath 
District Council’s licensing sub¬ 
committee have agreed, after 
hearing evidence on two days 
and visiting the premises, to 
grant a licence subject to 
restrictions intended to prevent 
noise nuisance. 

But Jim O’Neill, owner of the 
restaurant off the High Street, 
said he was unhappy with the 
restrictions and was unlikely to 
reopen. Neighbour David 
Morley, who has complained 
about the noise since December 
last year, said he was satisfied 
with the council’s decision, but 
it had not been his intention to 
have the restaurant closed. 

Kings was formerly the 
Marlborough Club and had 
been licensed as a members- 
only club even though it was 
open to the general public. 

Mr O’Neill, who has owned 
the restaurant for more than 
seven years, said the problems 
arose because the manager had

not acted to deal with the noise 
complaints. 

He told the sub-committee: 
“There were no problems a year 
ago and this building has been 
a club since 1949.” 

The council served a noise 
abatement notice on Kings in 
July. 

But Mr O’Neill has lodged an 
appeal against the notice. 

A log of complaints kept by 
Mr Morley and his wife 
Beverley included one night 
when the Monkees’ hit Day 
Dream Believer was “booming 
out” at 11.46pm and another 
night when they turned the 
volume of their television up as 
high as it would go but they 
were still unable to drown out 
the sound of music from Kings. 


Other complaints were 
lodged by another neighbour, 
Barry Stedham, as well as the 
nearby National Horseracing 
Museum and Goldings Garage. 

The sub-committee agreed 
that the restaurant could stay 
open until lam with “licensable 
activities” stopping at 12.45am, 
but they banned music in the 
garden or front entrance. 

They also heard complaints 
about music being played in the 
conservatory area of the 
restaurant and ordered that 
doors and windows should be 
closed while music was being 
played. 

Paul Weller, the council’s 
legal executive, said: “It is 
hoped there will be no further 
problems with these premises.”

If there is one subject that we all put out of our minds it is our own mortality, we would rather think about it later rather than sooner, if at all. 
However this does not mean that we still worry about meeting the cost of funeral arrangements. The fact is that like any product or service 
the cost of funerals continues to rise and in some cases may be seen as expensive. Most people would not wish to burden their family or 
friends with both the worry and expense of their funeral arrangements. The problem becomes more acute should you enter into residential 
care and find that you are unable to survive on the current allowance of £19.60 (£20.00 in Wales) per week. Consequently the £21,000 
(£20,000 in Scotland and £21,500 in Wales) of savings and capital you are allowed to retain may be used up supplementing your daily living 
expenses and not leave enough to cover the eventual cost of funeral arrangements. The price of a funeral in the UK can now be as much as 
*£3300 for burial and almost £2000 for cremation. Over the six year period 2000 - 2006 the average cost of a funeral increased by an 
average of 61% in the UK. Of course prices vary from one part of the country to another so you should check prices applicable in this area by 
contacting your preferred local funeral director. Any help from the Social Fund, for those who meet the eligibility criteria, is a maximum of 
£700 for the funeral directors fees plus doctors and cremation or cemetery fees. 

As part of your financial planning for later years, you would be wise to consider planning and paying for your funeral in advance if you wish to 
spare your family and friends both the expense and responsibility of interpreting your final wishes. Over 650,000 people have now done just 
that by purchasing a pre paid funeral plan. Payment is generally made in a single lump sum, although most Funeral Plan providers allow 
payment by instalments. If you are considering purchasing a plan you should first compare benefits and prices. Not all plans are the same 
and no matter how glossy the literature and how familiar the name it is essential that you find out exactly what is covered and what are your 
options. 

Is there a guarantee that your family or estate will never be asked to pay more at the time of need for the funeral directors services you have 
selected? Does the plan allow you to fully cover the funeral directors’ fees and make provision for disbursements, which are the costs of the 
cemetery, or crematorium and the fees paid to doctors and clergy. Ensure that you have the freedom to select the funeral director. You may 
have a particular firm in mind. Over 62% prefer a local independent family funeral director or you may wish to use a branch of a large 
conglomerate. Some plans restrict your choice to those funeral directors owned by the plan provider’s parent company, thus excluding local 
independent firms. If you want to know who owns the firm you select just ask them or the funeral plan provider. 

Other points to check when choosing a plan are: 

Is your money paid directly into a trust fund, which is a separate legal entity to the plan provider? 

Does the plan provider abide by a recognised code of conduct? 

Is payment by lump sum or instalments? 

Can you personalise the plan to reflect your own wishes? 

What happens if you move from your current address - does the plan have nationwide coverage? 

Are there any health or age restrictions? 

Can you obtain a refund at any time? 

Has the plan provider been accepted by the Funeral Planning Authority as a registered provider? 

Is the plan provider a member of The Funeral Planning Council (FPC) or the National Association of Pre-Paid Funeral Plans NAPFP 

Several insurance companies promote schemes to provide for funeral expenses under which, in return for a fixed monthly premium there is a 
guaranteed sum paid out on death. Generally no medical examination is required however there is usually a maximum age for entry into the 
scheme. There is no guarantee that the sum paid will cover the funeral expenses and in most cases the funeral arrangements are not 
detailed. If you are in good health and likely to continue to live for more than 12 years you may well pay more in premiums than the sum paid 
out on death. A list of Registered Funeral Plan Providers can be obtained from the Funeral Planning Authority Tel:01306 740878 and from the

Wainwright taps into 
flowing river of sound

RUFUS Wainwright may 
have been born in New 
York and brought up in 
Montreal, but music first 
brought him to Cambridge 
when he was still in short 
trousers. 

The latest in a dynasty of folk 
singers, alongside sister Martha 
and father Loudon Wainwright III, 
he performs regularly at the 
Cambridge Folk Festival. His 
mother Kate McGarrigle, and aunt 
Anna, have also appeared on 
stage at Cherry Hinton Hall. 

“When I was a kid I came once 
with my mother and once with my 
father as well, I was probably 
about six or seven years old,” 
Wainwright recalls. 

Since that early introduction to the 
musical world he’s gone on to 
become one of the most talked 
about artists of his generation. His 
success began with wild critical 
acclaim rather than record sales 
but his most recent album, 
Release the Stars, has tipped him 
into the mainstream musical 
consciousness and it reached 
number two in the album charts. 
As well as ruling the roost as a 
singer-songwriter he has already 
started writing his first opera. 
Prima Donna will follow a day in

the life of an opera singer and is 
being lined up for New York’s 
Metropolitan Opera House. 

He said: “It’s a long-term process 
but I expect something will be 
imminent in about a year. 

“For years I had no story which I 
felt attached to and no driving 
characters to give life to and once 
I found them those people came 
to life and I had no choice but to 
write it. 

“The thing with opera is opera 
lovers are chosen by opera and 


not the other way round. It’s 
something you either get or you 
don’t. But even for those who 
don’t get it I believe that if you put 
your head to it and actually make 
a concerted effort you can find 
something redeeming.” 

Just to make the task even more 
impressive, he is writing the 
libretto in French - “because it 
sounds better,” he explains. 

The project comes from a deep 
love of music, a love which also 
led him to pay tribute last year to 
the woman he calls a “gay saint”, 
Judy Garland, when he recreated 
her famous 1961 Carnegie 
Concert Hall performance in its 
entirety. 

“It all falls precisely into my 
general theory of music which is 
that I’m not the one doing the 
writing, all the great songs and 
operas and symphonies are 
already out there and you just 
have to tap into that river and be 
the bucket which feeds the 
people. 

“I think it comes from the 
universe. All of that hostile 
environment out there with stars 
colliding and galaxies exploding - 
it has to make some kind of 
sound.” 

Rufus Wainwright plays the 
Cambridge Corn Exchange on 
Sunday, October 21. Tickets are

Poll confirms men and 
women crash differently

THE argument that men 
have major motoring 
crashes while women 
have more minor scrapes 
appears to be borne out 
by a new survey. 

Male drivers are 42 per cent 
more likely than women 
drivers to be involved in a head- 
on collision, the survey from 
car insurance company 
elephant.co.uk showed. 

While there is a much higher 
chance of men having an on¬ 
road crash, women are 55 per 
cent more likely than men to 
have an accident in a car park, 
the survey, based on data from 
270,000 insurance claims, 
found. 

It also revealed that women 
are 47 per cent more likely than 
men to have an accident at 
traffic lights and 78 per cent 
more likely to lose their car 
keys. 

Men are 36 per cent more 
likely than women to hit a 
pedestrian on a pavement, 49 
per cent more likely to hit an 
animal on the road, and 37 per 
cent more likely to hit a tree. 


Women are 18 per cent more 
likely than men to hit a cyclist 
and 15 per cent more likely to 
hit a parked car. 

Elephant.co.uk managing 
director Brian Martin said: 
“We hold a vast amount of data 
on accidents and wanted to see 
if there was a difference 
between how men and women 
crash. It soon became clear that 
there was. 


“Women tend to be in more 
accidents at slower speeds, 
where cars are close together, 
while men have more high¬ 
speed accidents where it is easy 
to lose control. 

“It seems that generally men 
drive faster and more 
aggressively than women, 
while women are more easily 
distracted than men behind the 
wheel.”

Double car costs 
whammy leaves 
drivers anxious 


MOTORISTS face the 
prospect of being left 
stranded by a double 
whammy of road pricing 
and high fuel prices 
unless more money is 
provided for public 
transport alternatives, 
writes Chris Lilly. 

In the week when many of 
the regions forecourts fuel 
prices have gone over the £1 a 
litre mark, the Local 
Government Association (LGA) 
has told the Government that 
although road pricing is a real 
opportunity to help the 
environment and ease con¬ 
gestion, the schemes wouldn’t 
work in parts of the country 
because the current state of 
public transport doesn’t offer a 
good enough alternative. 

In a letter to the Department 
for Transport, the LGA called 
for an overhaul in public 
transport so that councils could 
develop a genuinely integrated 
transport system, linking all 
forms of public transport and 
allowing rail and bus services to 
operate more effectively. 

The LGA also voiced its 
concern that the money avail¬ 
able for the first round of road 
charging trials is unlikely to be 
enough. There has been £1.4 
billion provided for the schemes 
by the Government but Man- 
hester has estimated that the 
cost of introducing an effective 
system could be £3 billion. 

LGA transport spokesman 
Councillor David Sparks said: 
“Councils want to be able to 
make road pricing work but it 
would be grossly unfair to force 
people out of their cars if there 
are not enough buses, trains 
and trams to give road users a 


viable alternative. 

“This would simply be 
leaving drivers high and dry 
and force them into paying an 
unwanted tax. Local schemes 
represent a real opportunity to 
cut traffic jams and help in the 
fight against climate change, 
but they won’t work unless 
more money is put into public 
transport now.” 

Transport Minister Rosie 
Winterton responded by saying: 
“Government has not only 
made it clear that any local road 
pricing scheme must go hand in 
hand with better public 
transport, but has also given 
local authorities record levels of 
investment for this purpose. We 
have also said that any revenue 
raised by local road pricing 
schemes must be re-invested in 
local transport.” 

The LGA’s claims have been 
corroborated by the Campaign 
for Better Transport which says 
the countryside is in danger of 
becoming “a ghetto for the rich 
who have cars”. A study 
compiled by the group showed 
that rural bus services will 
become an endangered species 
unless the Government and 
local authorities take action. 
The campaign has revealed that 
cuts to bus routes have left 
elderly villagers isolated, 
schoolchildren having no school 
bus and hospital workers and 
visitors without options. 

Cat Hobbs, the Campaign for 
Better Transport’s public trans¬ 
port campaigner, said: “If the 
Government doesn’t act now, 
the countryside will become a 
ghetto for the rich, completely 
inaccessible for those without 
cars. 

“Through its local transport 
bill, the Government is focusing 
on improving congestion and 


buses in cities, but it can’t 
afford to ignore buses in rural 
areas. Good rural buses need to 
be an alternative for people 
with cars as well as a lifeline for 
those without.” 

Drivers are also being hit this 
week with raised fuel prices in¬ 
creasing the cost of motoring. 
Road users could be paying an 
average £4.84 more to fill a tank 
with petrol than a year ago, 
according to the AA. 

The AA, along with a number 
of other motoring 
organisations, has attacked the 
move and point out that prices 
have increased “significantly” 
since September 2006. That 
month, the average prices for a 
litre of fuel were 88.07p for 
petrol and 93.39p for diesel. 

When asked about the local 
councils views on the recent 
and forthcoming increased cost 
of motoring, Cambridgeshire 
County Council’s 

communications and media 
manager, Kara Hill, 
commented: “We need a step 
change in public transport 
before congestion charging is 
brought in. Congestion 
charging is one small part of 
improving public transport. We 
want to give people better 
alternatives. We need to 
encourage people out of cars.” 

The congestion charging 
consultation process is due to 
begin this month and is 
expected to last “until mid- 
February”. The process will 
include regional roadshows, an 
online survey and events 
directed at stakeholdes, 
businesses and retail 
enterprises. 

Hill added that “Cambridge 
City Council is the only council 
outside London to increase bus 
patronage figures”.

BMW 1 Series 

Convertible, “the 
world’s first premium 
compact convertible”. 

Powered by five different 
engines, from the entry-level 
143hp 118i Convertible to the 
’bahn-storming 306hp 135i 
Convertible, the open-topped 
1 Series makes use of 
elements of BMW’s 
EfficientDynamics 
programme to deliver high 
performance but with 
economical and low- 
emission, roof-down 
motoring. 

The Convertible is the 
fourth derivative of 1 Series 
to be launched and will carry 
over much of the styling and 
technology from the recently 
announced coupe model. The 
obvious addition is a fabric 
roof that opens or closes in 
22 seconds and at speeds of 
up to 25mph. The roof is 
available in a choice of 
black, beige or the worlds 
first metallic folding roof 
which is an innovative 
material interwoven with 
fine shiny metal fibres. 

The convertible shares 
many visual details with the 


coupe and has a very similar 
silhouette to the two door car 
with short overhangs and 
raising style lines. The 
Convertible also gains the 
coupe’s standard M Sport 
aerodynamic package which 
features redesigned sills, 
front splitter and rear 
diffuser along with 17-inch 
alloy wheels and larger 
brakes.

The air 
conditioning system 
recognises when the roof is 
down and changes its focus 
from the interior conditions 
and more on the outside 
temperature and sunlight.

Motorists unsure of legalities 


COMPLETE confusion exists 
on Britain’s roads as drivers 
are mystified over what 
constitutes legal and illegal 
behaviour behind the wheel, 
says Swinton, the leading high 
street insurance retailer. 

Figures revealed by Swinton 
highlight widespread 
confusion surrounding what 
constitutes a driving offence 
on today’s roads. More than 
three quarters of drivers think 
it’s perfectly legal to change a 
CD, hold a partner’s hand or 
light a cigarette when driving 
whereas nearly two thirds of 
people think it’s illegal to 


apply lipstick when behind the 
wheel. The population is split 
over whether it’s legal to eat a 
sandwich at the wheel or not, 
with 51 per cent of the 2,400 
drivers questioned in a 
YouGov survey commissioned 
by Swinton considering this as 
illegal behaviour. 

The truth is that any of 
these, or other acts including 
reading a map on your lap or 
resting your arms on the 
steering wheel could be 
considered illegal in the eyes 
of the law if the driver is 
deemed not to be in full 
control of the vehicle.

Mazda: You’ll soon want 2 



■ THE MAZDA2 ... a great little car and you don’t have to have it in this colour! 


FIRST off, this new Mazda2 
looks good. 

I’d almost go so far as to say 
sleek. Its smooth lines are definite¬ 
ly an improvement over the last 
(box-shaped) 2 and it looks like the 
kind of thing you’d pop outside and 
feel proud to own (except in the 
distinctly unpleasant ‘signature’ 
green). 

The interior aesthetics aren’t to 
be sneezed at; all rounded off edges 
and ergonomic design. The plastics 
aren’t that great, though. The soft- 
touch black that makes up most of 
the dash is decent enough but the 
harsh, solid black that surrounds 
the door pockets and CD player 
seems cheap. 

When new, it’ll be very shiny, 
polished and pretty. My concern 
lies with how it’ll look in three 
years time, though. 

There are some interior features 
of note. The glovebox has a 
magazine rack-type thing attached 
to the front of it. While it seems like 
a good idea, it limits space inside

avoid green! C" “ 
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the glovebox itself and it could 
become a storage nightmare. There 
is also a handy bag space next to 
the handbrake. 

It handles well in the twisty bits, 
which I mainly put down to its 
960kg weight. The 1.5-litre engine in 
the test car was very rev-happy, but 
it did sound a bit thrashy after 
5,000rpm. Still, it was perfectly 
prepared to pull me along to almost 
illegal speeds in seemingly little 
time. 

The 1.5 boasts lOlbhp and 1011b ft 
- and in a car that weighs less than 
a tonne, it’s pretty pokey. 0-62 is 
dealt with in a shade over ten 
seconds, and it’ll fly on to a top 
speed of 116mph if you give it 
enough legroom (where it is legal to 
do so, ahem). 

The windscreen is nice and big, 
the wing mirrors are huge and the 
rear window is plenty big enough to 
see the world through, but one 
thing really screwed up the 
visibility credentials; the A-pillars. 
They’re huge, and when I was 
taking uphill left handers my view 
of the road was almost wiped out. It 
seems that in order to make the car 


safe in a crash, manufacturers have 
to make vision compromises. But 
then again, there aren’t many 
twisty mountain roads in the UK 
and the cars we get will have the 
steering wheel on the right hand 
side. 

As I said earlier, I was testing the 
1.5 model, which is currently the 
biggest engine you can get. You can 
have it with a Sport Pack, which 
earns you a sporty body kit and a 
revised front grille. Personally I 
think it looks better without the kit, 
but some might disagree. 

The weight saving has been 
earned by making the new 2 
smaller than the old one, and also 
by using lighter components. That 


said, it’s quiet at motorway speeds, 
so long journeys shouldn’t be too 
much of a problem. Unless you’re 
in the back. 

There’s plenty of room in the 
rear, but you do sit pretty much 
over the rear axle, so your bum acts 
as a sort of shock absorber. It 
wasn’t much of a problem on 
smooth Italian roads, but journeys 
in the back on our bumpy excuses 
for roads may result in piles. 

BASICALLY... 

All in all, it’s a very fun little car 
and given the choice I’d probably 
have one - I’d definitely let my 
mum have one (anything other 
than her Clio!).
